The ferious cor fideration whereaf 3s it 15 neceſſary for all tunes, fo efpeci» 
ally in this time ard age we live in, the voice of Qods word and the voice of 
conſcience bcivg nev.r more negleRted, men teeming not ta regard auy thing 
bu: the praiſe and approbation of another, and no argument lo generally uſed 
for juſtifiin?2 mens aRions, yea of war, of killing and laying of men ct all 
ſocts, y<a of pious r.lizious known frieads, as ſucceſs and proſperity in the wn- 
aertateg. 

And therefore it may prove good counſ(l to all ſorts of men, yea the hightlt, 
{trongelt xnd meftj/rccesful, timely to hearken and give good: heed to the 
voice of their own conſcicnces, and to marke1n all ages how conſcience 
workes, and how ſurcly the judgements and vengeance of God followes 
211 ſuch 2s make ſlcight of that rule of equity he hata thurein planted, 

God is the ſearcher and tryer of the Reines, a inolt exaRt obſerver of mens 
intentions, holding perpetuall intelizgence with the conicieace of every man, 
Conſcience being Gods agent, 

Odferve how God and Conſcience workes together with Gain and Abell, 
and ſo work they with all ſorts of men, Ger. 4.5, the text ſaith, Abell was a 
kerper of ſheep, but Cain was 4 tiller of ths ground; and thty were both ſo Reli- 
pious, as they did apply themſelves unto God by way of facrifice (a facri- 
fice of thaonk'civing) verl. 3. And zr came ro paſs in proceſs of rime, that Cain 
broug't of the frmit of the gronrd an Of. ring wnro the Lordi virl, 4, And Abell 
ke it; brought of the firſtlings of his flork, ana of the fat thereof, and the Lord had 
reſpet wrro Aol, and to his Offering - bat unto Cain, awd to hrs Offering be bai 
no reſpect, See how God obſcrves the reallity of the heart, as the words 
And of the fat thereof, import ; Cain was mecrly formall and in ſhew, Avel 
reall ; fee then how this works op Cain, he loon diicerns Gods NON»ICCCP- 
rance,, which ſhould have wroaght his repentance ; now he ſwels agaiult the 
light of his own Con!ci:nce, ani was vt) Wrorh, and bi countenance fell ; 
Conſcience diſturbs him, v-r/i6. And the Lord [aid unto Cain, iy arr thou 
wrath ? and why i thy countenance fallen ? if thou doſt well, ſhale th: nor he 
arcepres? and if thou doſt net well, fin tyeth at the dooy : (thy Conſcience will be 
ſure to tell thee of it) vw/8, And Cain TALKED with Aixll hu bre-

But fee how God and conſcience follow him,cby Brothers Blogd faith God 
eryeth unto we from the ground, thou art curſed from the earth , a fugitive and 4 
vagabond ſhalt thowt be wn the earth: And Cain conſcience echoes to the Lord, 
forcing kim to cry out, My pani/hment us greater then ] can bear : And from thy 
face ſpall I be hid, and 1 ſpall be a fugitive ara 4 Vagaivona intheearth: And it 
ſhall come to pa(ſe, that every one that findeth me ſhall [lay me : Now conſcience 
enforces him to acknowledge that [never failing rule of cquity , whar 'mea- 
ſure thou haFt met unto others ſhall be met wst5 thee acatn; thuugh when time 
Was, he could not prevail with him to doe a5 be would ve done unto, 

And though this be the way of God 1n all ages, yet [ti]l vaine man renoun= 
ces the cleer judgment of God in his owa cunicience, goeth on in wayes of 
blood, cruelty and 11ultice, and if God immediately take not vengeance , he 
addes iniquity to iniquity, and boaſts that God by {ucceſſe haah giveri cleer 
teltimony of the rightcouſnetle of kis cauf-, of the equity of his proceedings, 
and inc. ,that Gaiw Is more righteous then Abe, v:caule Cam wastoo ltrong 
and too politique and flew him.
